She saikd for Manila 
dn August 21st with 182.000 feet of 
lumber and 4140 piles for the Puget 
Sound Bridge & Dredging Company, of 
Seattle, wliich had the contract for anp- 
1 ‘t.vlng the lumber ami materials for the 
l-'nited State* government coaling sta¬ 
tion at Cavite naval statieu near Man¬ 
ila. She was on her return voyage when 
•die met with disaster. No particulars 
•of the misfortune have thus far beeu 
announced, but it la. eonakkred prob¬ 
able that the vessel Is n total loss. 

Prior to leaving the Sound the barque 
had trouble. According to the Seattle 
l\>st-lnte)ligcncer: “Cnpt. Jorgensen 

iMpfiKI a crew, In Ken tile, but they de¬ 
serted. The %*e*sel waa towed to Port 
Townsend, where she shipped a second 
crew. All save two or,three of these 
(kraerted upon the vessel's arrival at 
Manila. TTie deserter* charged brutal¬ 
ity on »he part of the master and that 
he had giVen them decayed fotod through¬ 
out the voyage. The sailors, according 
to the Maniln papers, s y<- p artiralarlv 
hitter . in the denunriatjon of Captain 
dprgensci. Their refusal to ^return to 
the vcsael npce<e> l tnt»*d hi* shipping an¬ 
other crew at 'Manila. Tills done tlie 
McNeil sailed 48 days ago. She was 
returning to the Kouiid, presumably in 
ballast, when she met dimpdev. Tin* 
McNeil was an old craft. Hhc was 
buih at YVoldoboro, Maine, ia 18U0.
